DKE SONS ARE 
HELD FOR MURDER 
OF mtt FATHER 

Older BroUier Charged With Murder 
and Twin Brothers Held for 
OtMylracy In ClacI 

KilDDg. 

Wlncbuator, Ky., Aug)ist 17. — Her- 
bert and Hobart Sohumaker, 19 years 
old, twin sons of John Scbumaker, Sr., 
whoae body was found last Tuesday at 
bla borne between KlddvUle and Oil 
Bprtnga, with two shotgun wounda, 
teatifled Tuesday at the esamintng 
trial in county court that they saw 
their brother, John Scbumaker, Jr., 
aged 21 years, shoot and kill their 
father on Monday morning August 8, 
following a quarrel In the kitchen of 
their home on the farm of Holt Ever- 
man, where the elder Scbumaker was 
a tenant. 

The boys corroborated each other's 
statements throughout concerning the 
details of the killing. They stated that 
they had been living with their sister, 
Mrs. Lindsay Cisco, at West Bend, 
Powell oonhty, about five milea from 
their tether's home, and that on Mon- 
day morning, Angnai 8, their brother, 
John, came by and aalnd them to ac- 
company blm to tbe Kverman ttrm to 
"feed the chickens." 

Tliey said their brother told them he 
liad had trouble with his father the 
week before and hud gone to the home 
of hlR wife's parents to live. They 
found their father In the watermelon 
patch, and an argument between the 
old man and the older brother ensued. 

Josn Scbumaker,, 7r., drove to the 
house first and was sitting on tbe 
porch whan ttie twine arrived with 
their father, the boya aaid. The father 
went into tbe bouse and the twins fol- 
lowed to get something to eat They 
stated tbat they were standing in the 
door of the house when their brother 
John came in and renewed the argu- 
ment. 

They claimed that their father 
reached for a knife, whereiiiioii John 
presented a double-barreled shotgun 
and fired on© shot. They both ran and 
did not hear anything further. They 
ronained in the bam for some time 
and later John came In and set the gun 
down beside some fodder. Herbert tes. 
tlfied tbat bis brother threatened blm 
by saying that he would kill him if he 
ever told. Hobart did not taetify that 
he was threatened. 

Hobart and Herbert were held to tbe 
September term of the Clark circuit 
court on bond of $2,500 each, charged 
with conspiracy In the killing of their 
father. 

John Scbumaker, Jr., this afternoon 
waived examination and was held to 
the grand jury without 1)all.

M<;Farland, Federal prohibition agent, 
was probably fatally wounded and 
Sam Kay, a .taslcab driver, was In- 
stantly killed when. the officera auto- 
mobile waa riddled late Tuesday by a 
band of a doMU men standing out In 
the open on the roadside. 

The attack, probably unparalleled In 
Kentucky's history for Its boldness 
took place after Mr. McFarland and 
Sheriff W. T. Ilornhaek, Uriie toiin- 
ty, had captured a fifty-Kaliou still In 
the pasiern end of the county. 

The two otllcprs with (J. T. Purvis, 

farmer, win) had led them to the 
still, and the ilrlver of the car were 
roturnliig to Hodgonville at 6 o'clock 
fter destroying the outfit when they 
passed a group of armed men stand- 
ing about twenty feet In front of a 
bouse not far from tbe site of the raid. 

When the car had gone' seventy-five 
or. a hundred feet beyond tbe houae 
a fnalllade of rifle shou rained bul- 
lets on the automobile. 

The driver dropped dead With a bul- 
let through his head 

Officer McFarland, shot twice 
through the lower i.an nf the back by 
bullets which first iieiietrated the hind 
part of the car, fell to the bed of the 
maclilnc.

times effective, and several oaaas of 
the kind have been traced by the tinltr 
ed States Department ot Agriculture,

tuberouloila eradication are influ- 
enced by selfish motives and do not 
represent , the tTu^ spirit Of lore-stock 
owners sad ottiws interested in 
healthier and better domsstio aatmals. 

Althongh maajr states have suitable 
laws to protect fsniners and eOisr live- 
stock owners asataist traOo in tnber- 
culous animals, the practice continues 
in some localities. Here is an Instance, 
In Massachusetts, a purebred Holsteln 
cow, valued at %100, was disposed of as 
a reactor; but instead of being slaught 
crcd or segregated, she wag later sold 
to a state Institution for $300, The 
herd at this Institution bad previously 
been tree ot tnberenlosls. It was be- 
ing inprored hy the pnnhasfe ot new 
animals, and orvrjr avansMe precau- 
tion WM taken to see that they were 
healthy. Recently this hdrd was re-, 
tested and three reactors were found, 
one ot which was the cow in question. 
All showc<I well-marked lesions of tu- 
iMrculasls on post-mortem examina- 
tion. 

There is no law or regulation in 
Massachusetts preventing the .lale or 
requiring the segregation of reactors. 
A few oattlo dealers led the opposition 
to a Ull before the last General Court 
provlditaig for the.fl9ntrol and sale ot 
animals rteetinc to the tuberenUn test 
Owing to the Importance ot eradicat- 
ing tuberculosis from live stoek, the 
Department of Agriculture Is famish- 
ing to the public full information re- 
garding the nature of the disease and 
the way to get rid of It
